Room Was in Disorder and Contents 


of Washstand Were Piled in a 


Heap on the Floor. 


An investigation of the fire at the 
home of Edward Stewart, 120 North 
Booth street, Wednesday night, seems 
to indieat-e that the house was burg­ 
larized and that the tire was started 
in order to cover up the theft. 
Ai 
the time of the tire 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
Stewart were visiting some relative* 
in another part of the city and the 
house was not occupied. 
The alarm 
was sounded about 8 o’clock and the 
department made a quick run. 
Their 
promptness in answering 
the 
call 
probably saved the house from being 
totally destroyed, for the time the 
company reached the place the flames f 
were leaping from the window. 


When All’, and Mrs. Stewart left 
the house they left a burning lamp 
standing on a washstand in the west 
room. 
It was tirst believed that the 
fire was cause by the lamp, but after 
the surroundings were examined it 
is thought that some one had ran­ 
sacked the house and then started tin* 
fire. 
The lamp could not be found 
any place. 
The washstand dra wer- 
were found piled in a heap and the 
contents scattered. 
A bureau had 
also been opened and there was evi­ 
dence that a hasty search had been 
made through it- contents. 
[11 the 
top drawer of the washstand there 
was a two and one half dollar gold 
piece but this 
could 
not be found. 
Some legal papers were also missing 
and it i- not known whether they were 
burned or stolen. 
The 
washstand 
was practically burned up and a hole 
was burned in the floor. 
There was 
a sideboard in the room and this was 
also damaged by the flames. 
A large 
mirror was broken by the heat. 
The 
two rugs upon the floor were also de­ 
stroyed. 


The fire was noticed hv some of the 
neighbors and the alarm was at once 
-ent to the department. 
The tele­ 
phone exchange understood the call 
as coming from North Bruce, but as 
there is no North Bruce street Chief 
Everhart w a s of the opinion that the 
fire was on North Booth street and 
made the run to that street. 
A s the 


flam es were «-entered in one place, 
the chemical w a s used in extinguish­ 
ing them and no water was thrown. 
When the firemen tir-1 reached the 
house thci heat was intense and it 
was with difficulty that they could 
stay in the room more that a few 
seconds at a time.

ders the Secret of the Impr ov e­ 


ment— Details That Enginee rs 
Th orou gh ly Understand. 


Ev ery hoy who has an eye for busi­ 
ness realizes that a snowstorm fur­ 
nishes a splendid opportunity for e a rn­ 
ing money and is not slow to profit by 
it. 
In some cities the cleaning of front 
walk s is done with a snow plow and 
team of horses. 
This is more general­ 
ly the custom in the smaller cities 
and suburbs, where there is much v a- 
v ant property and walk s that nev er 
would he shov eled if the work was 
left 
for the owners to tak e care of. 
Such a plow, on a smaller scale, can 
be used to adv antage by boys in re­ 
mov ing snow from walk s, and if sev ­ 
eral 
of you 
boys 
organize a snow 
shov eling brigade it will be a strong 
a rgu m e nt in your fav or in soliciting 
contracts for the season if you prom ­ 
ise to k eep the walk plowed from 
street corner to street corner. 
The 
probability is tha t you will get more 
Jobs in tiie neighborhood than you can 
I handle. 
In case the main walk s are 
plowed by the city, your plow will be 
handy for cleaning the inner walk s, 
carriage driv es, etc. 
W e designed and constructed a nu m ­ 
ber of forms of small plows when 
boys, and 
these were 
used in 
the 
neighborhood for sev eral winters. Two 
forms of these are shown in Figs. I 
and 2 
You will notice that each or e 
Is of v ery simple construction. 
T he wedge-shaped plow illustrated 
in Fig. 1 has a base constructed as 
shown in Pig. 3. 
Mak e the two run- 
; ners of this base out of strips about 
1 
inches wide and two inches thick .

All of 
the necessary dim ensions for this are 
giv en on the diagram. Trim the bow 
end of each ru nner as shown, so it will 
fit against the dash-board of the plow. 
Cut the boards for the dash about 
three feet long batten them together 
at each end as shown In Fig. 2. and 
then nail the lower portion to the ends 
of the runners and brace the upper 
portion with diagonal pieces fastened 
to the dash and to the sides of the 
runners, as in the illustration. 
This form of plow has a tendency 
to slide to one side, on account of the 
slanted dash-board, and in order to 
plow a straight path with it it is 
necessary to hav e a boy bold on to a 
rope attached 
to the brace at the 
ne a r end of the dash, as the boy in 
the illustration is doing. 
* The tw’o forms of plows described 
abov e may be constructed on sleds, 
instead of on the bases illustrated, if 
you wish to build them that way.

Salem, 
Ore.— Declaring tha t 
“oon- 
nubial bliss is not to be estim ated 
at 
a price of so much per ton, or 
yard, or 
acre,” the suprem e court, in an opin­ 
ion by Justice Burnet, has affirmed 
the lower court of Multnomah county 
In the case of Lizzie C. Dav ison, ap­ 
pellant, against John H. Dav idson, re­ 
spondent. 
Mrs. Dav idson brought suit to set 
aside deeds to property in Portland 
amounting to $33,050. She alleged tha t 
she. as a milliner, and he, as a po­ 
liceman, started on 
their 
wedding 
journey together, deciding not to k eep 
house, but each to assist in prom ot­ 
ing the financial welfare of the fam­ 
ily. 
She alleges he was peev ish, irri­ 
table, and tha t married life was not 
harmonious. 
To promote 
harmony, 
she deeded to him property v alued at 
more than $23,000, and that it was 
done with the sole hope that the hus­ 
band would discontinue 
his “mental 
cruelty,” as she alleged 
his 
actions 
constituted. 
The court holds that connubial hap­ 
piness “cannot be made a subject of 
barter between the two spouses, and 
that as far as that Is concerned, if she. 
of her own free will and 
accord, 
al­ 
though with tlue hope of inducing 
a 
different course of conduct toward her 
on the part of the defendant, freely 
gav e him her property it m ust stand 
as the court finds it. 
We cannot re­ 
liev e her of the conseq uences of her 
own deliberate acts and deeds.”

The “ railophone,” an inv ention for 
c om m unicating 
with 
mov ing trains, 
has been giv en a practical d e m onstra ­ 
tion in Ffiigland. 
Sev eral tests w'ere 
made, and among the feats accom ­ 
plished were the stopping of a train 
that had been allowed to run past a 
danger signal and the transm ission of 
a message and its reply between a sta ­ 
tion and a train. 
Briefly, 
the 
sys­ 
tem comprises an Insulated wire laid 
alongside the track and connecting 
to a ppa ra tu s at signal cabins and sta 
tious, and of a pair of coils wound on 
frames around the railroad cars, one 
for « ending and the other for receiv ­ 
ing 
The system operates by induc­ 
tion, and an essential 
feature is a 
relay which can only be operated 
by 
the periodic impulses which conv ey 
the signals and is not affected by the 
nonperiodic v ibrations caused by the 
mi v em ent of the train.

LITTLE HOPE FOR 
PEACE IN BALKANS 


Note

Well Received. 


London. Oct. 16.— From the latest j 
dispatches 
received 
from 
the 
near j 
east, it seems certain that the note of 
the European powers was not well re­ 
ceived by the Balkan allies to whom , 
it wras addressed and that its terms 
with regard to reforms in Macedonia 
and the guarantees for the carrying 
out of the reforms are not satishfac- 
tory to the governments of the Balkan 
states. 
A dispatch from Sofia says it is prob- j 
able that Bulgaria w ill not reply to the 
note on the ground that she does not 
consider that the tenor of the note is 
such as to demand an answer. 
The 
premier still professes to be for peace, 
but has not slackened in his prepara­ 
tions for war. 
King Nicholas of Montenegro issued 
a proclamation to his people and to 
his arm y in which he characterizes the 
war on which 
Montenegro has em­ 
barked as a “ holy undertaking.“ That 
the Montenegrins have begun an inva­ 
sion of Turkey, follow ing their declar­ 
ation of war, appears to be confirmed, 
and with this news the hope for peace 
which has been kept up among the 
powers w'as almost if not quite aban­ 
doned. 
The Montenegrins attacked a 
Turkish position opposite Podgoriuza 
and after four hours of artillery firing 
the Turks abandoned the heights of 
Planinitza. 
After winning this victory 
the Montenegrins advanced to assault 
a fortified position at Detchitch. 
The 
Turks received reinforcements and the 
battle was still continuing at the time 
of the last advices received.

Washington, Oct. 10.— To the Clapp 
committee Dan R. Hanna of Cleveland 
testified 
that 
he gave 
$177,000 
to 
Theodore 
Roosevelt's 
pre-convention 
campaign this year. 
To the Roosevelt 
national committee he gave $50,000; 
to W alter F. Brown, for the Ohio cam­ 
paign, $50,000, and for state organiza­ 
tion in Ohio, $77,000. 
Charles 
P. 
Taft, 
the 
president’s 
brother, told the committee he con i 
tributed $250,00«» to the national cam­ 
paign in 1908 and that $15G,0(J0 wv 
returned. 
He also contributed $40,000 
to the Ohio campaign. 
“ I thought my brother was fitted for 
the presidency,” said Mr. Taft, “ and 
if elected I wanted him to walk into j 
the W hite House without obligation to 
any great interests or corporations. 
On that basis, I was prepared to go the 
lim it.” 
Mr. Taft testified that his contribu­ 
tions to the president’s campaign for 
renomination totaled $213,592. 
Robert S. Lovett, ehairmah of the 
executive committee of 
the 
United 
Pacific railroad, in his testimony be­ 
fore the committee, definitely fixed the 
amount of the Harriman fund in 1904 j 
at $250,600. 
Lovett was able to state 
the amount with definiteness because 
he turned the contribution over to Cor­ 
nelius N. Bliss, treasurer of the Re- 
' publican national committee. 
After 
the money had come into the hands of 
Harrim an in the form of individual 
checks and cash, lie turned the contri­ 
butions over to Lovett, as he (H a rri­ 
man) was going to his country place 
that afternoon, with instructions that 
when Bliss called Lovett should turn 
over the money, which he did. 
According to the testimony of Ix>v- 
ett, a large part of the amount raised 
by Mr. Harrim an was represented by 
brokers’ checks. 
This plan was used 
to conceal the name of the contribu­ 
tors. 
As a man who was the intim ate 
business associate of Harrim an 
for 
many years, Lovett testified that there 
could be no doubt that Roosevelt sent 
for Harrim an and urged him to raise 
this money. 
He related that he had 
had many conversations with H arri­ 
man on this point, and that the rail­ 
road magnate was always emphatic in 
stating that he was asked by the presi­ 
dent to undertake to raise this enor­ 
mous campaign fund on the eve of the 
election. 
Lovett testified that he was 
acquainted w’ith all of the movements 
of Harrim an at the time thiss money 
was raised; he knew of his invitation 
to the W hite House; he knew of his, 
going, and he knew of his raising the 
money after he returned from his visit 
to President Roosevelt. 
Form er United States Senator Na­ 
than B. Scott of W est Virginia, who 
was a member of the executive com 
niittee of the Republican national com­ 
mittee in 1904, and who was at head­ 
quarters in New York regularly until 
within about three weeks before the 
election, testified that some time in 
October he suggested to Bliss that if 
he would go down to No. 26 Broadway 
(the office of the Standard Oil com 
pany), he could doubtless get a con­ 
tribution. 
Mr. Bliss’s reply was that 
he could not do it, as the company had 
already made a large contribution. 
Scott said he asked Bliss how much 
the company had contributed and Bliss 
replied $100,000. 
On another occasion 
Scott suggested to Cortelyou that he 
could probably get money if he would 
go down to the Standard Oil company, 
but Cortelyou said he could not go be­ 
cause the president did not wish him 
to collect money from that company.
